draft bye-laws for the control and supervision of flour mills 
in the Cantonment of Dinapore was published with the Can- 
tonment Board's Notice No. 23/2/1334A, dated the 5th July, 
1977, as required by section 284 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 of 1924), for inviting objections and suggestions 
from all persons likely to be affected thereby till the expiry 
of a period of foity-five days from the date of publication 
of the said notice; 

AND WHEREAS the said notice was put up on the Can- 
tonment Notice Board on the 5th July, 1977. 

AND WHEREAS no objections or suggestions were receiv- 
ed from the public by the Cantonment Board, Dinapore, be- 
fore the expiry of the said period of forty-five days; 

AND WHEREAS the Central Government have duly ap- 
proved and confirmed the said draft of the bye-laws as re- 
quired by sub-section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the said Act; 

NOW. THEREFORE., in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (17) of section 282 and section 283 of the said 
Act, the Cantonment Board, Dinapore, hereby makes the 
following bye-laws, namely 
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BYF.-LAWS 

1. Short title and coniinenccinent (1) These byc-laws may 
be called the Dinapore Cantonment (Contra] and Supervi- 
sion of Hour Milis) Bye-Laws, 1978, 

(2) These bye-laws shall come into force on dale of their 
publication in the Oflicial Ciazettc. 

2. Definlt.on — In these bye-laws, “flour mill” means any 
mill in the cantonment of Dinapore manufacturing flour, atta 
saltu, besan or rice and which is run by electricity or oil and 
includes crushing (ihakkie^t. 

3. Placet: to he approved — ^No new flour mill shall be estab- 
lished 'except in places approved by the Cantonment Board, 
Dinapore. 

4. Licence — ( 1 ) No person shall establish or maintain a 
flour mill except under a licence issued in this behalf by the 
Cantonment Board, Dinapore. 

(2) The licence referred to in sub-bye-law (1) shall be in 
the form set forth in Appendix T to these bye-laws. 

5. Condition of httildinf;—-J]\c building or premises in which 
a flour mill is proposed to be installed shall be ^ — 

fi) Situated at a distance of 30 metres from any place 
which gives out offensive smell such as latrines and 
cesspits, as may be specified by the Cantonment 
Board, Dinapore, in each case; 

(ii) a solid structure to withstand the vibration of the 
engine, with adequate space for fixing a dynamo or 
engine in a railed enclosure; 

(iii) paved with concrete or cement; 

(iv) having cement plastered walls upto 30 centimetres 
high from the floor and suitable roof with proper 
ventilation and adequate lighting, 

6. Articles for prindinf’ — The flour mill shall grind only 
articles of food which are properly cleaned. 

7. Condition for installation of machinery — The machinery 
of the flour mill shtdl be fixed on a concrete foundation away 
from the walls of the building in such a manner that the 
vibrations of the machine do not affect the building. 

8. Protection from smoke ntiisance — Tn case .of machines of 
the flour mill run by oil. there shall be proper silencer to 
obviate noise and also a chimney not less than 1.8 metres 
higher than the highest surrounding building to eliminate 
smoke nuisance to neighbours. 

9. Inspection- — The flour mill shall at any time be opened 
for inspection by the officers and servants of the Cantonment 
Board, Dinapore, who are authorised to do so. 

10. Sanitarv and he(dth condition — The premises, apparatus 
and the containers used, for the flour mill shall be kept 
scrupulously clean and the personnel working therein shall 
be inoculated and certified as free from any contagious dis- 
ease by the Health Officer of the Cantonment Board, Dina- 
porc. 

11. Application for /hf/icc— ( 1 ) Application for the licence 
referred to in bye-law 4 shall be made in writing to the Exe- 
cutive Officer of the Cantonment Board, Dinapore, in the 
form set forth in Appendix 11 to these bye-laws. 

(2) Alongwith the said application, a plan in duplicate 
showing the following shall be attached, namely ; — 

(a) site plan; 

(b) specifications of foundation; 

(c) plan of building and location of engine; 

(d) horse power of the engine and motive power. 

12. Working time — No flour mill shall be worked during 
the period 6 p.m. to 5 a.m. 


13. Regulation for existing mills — (l)in so far as the main- 
tenance of any flour mill existing at the commencement of 
these bye-laws is concerned the person concerned shall apply 
for the necessary licence under these byc-laws in the form 
set forth in Appendix If to these bye-laws, within three 
months from the date on which these bye-laws come into 
force. 

(2)The Cantonment Board, Dinapore, may after giving an 
apportunity of being heard to the applicant, reject any app- 
lication for the licence referred to in sub bye-law (T)j if 
the Cantonment Board is satisfied that any of the provisions 
of these bye-laws are not complied with. 

14. Penalty for contraventlon^A contravention of any of 
these bye-laws shall be punishable with a fine which may 
extend to one hundred rupees and, in the case of a continu- 
ing contravention, with an additional fine which may extend 
to ten rupees for every day during which such contravention 
continues after conviction for the first such contravention. 

15. Cancellation of licence — If the holder of a licence com- 
mits a breach of these bye-laws, the licence shall be liable 
to cancellation by the Cantonment Board, Dinapore, and 
shall not be renewed until such time ns he has carried out the 
orders of the Executive Officer, to his satisfaction. 

16. Opportunity of being heard in certain cases — Before 
faking any action under bye-law 14 or bye-law IS, the offen- 
der shall be given an opportunity of being heard and explain 
the offences and the breach of the byc-laws, committed by 
him.

1. (1) These Regulations may be called the Oil and Natural Gas Commission (Conduct, Disciplines and Appeal) Amendment Regu- 
lations, 1978, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette, 

2. In regulation 7 of the Oil and Natural Gas Commission (Conduct, Discipline and Appeal) Regulations, 1976 (herein- 
after referred to as the said Regulations) : — 

(i) for the heading, the following shall he substituted namely ; — 

“EMPLOYMENT OF NEAR RELATIVES OF EMPLOYEES IN ANY COMPANY OR FIRM ENJOYING 

COMMISSION’S PA TRONAGF, 

(ii) in sub-regulation (1), for the words “private undertalrings’’, the words “company or linn” shall be substituted; 

(iii) in sub-regulation (2) — 

(a) for the words “private firms”, the words “company or firm” shall be substitided ; 

(b) for the words “any other tirms”, the words “company or firms” shall be substituted; 

(iv) in sub-regulation (3), for the word “firm” wherever it occurs, the words “company or firm” shall be substiluted. 

3. In regulation 16 of the said Regulations, — 

(a) in sub-regulation (1) — 

(i) in clause (a), for the words”any person acting on his behalf”, the words "any other person acting on his behalf shall be sub- 

stituted; 

(ii) In clause (b), after the words “or lirms”, the words "or company” shall be inserted ; 

(b) for sub-regulation (4), the following sub-tegulalion shall bo subsliluted, namely: — 

“(4) In any other case not fading under sub-regulation (2) or sub-regulatioh (3), an employee shall not accept, oj- permit 
any member ofhisfamilyoranyotherpcrsonaclingonhi.sbehalfioacccpt, any gift without Ihe sanction of the competent 
authority if the value thereof exceeds Rs. 250/-, 

Provided that when more than one gift has been received from the same person or linn or company within a period 
of 12 months, the matter shall be reported to the competent authority if the aggregate value of the gifts so received exceeds 
R.S. 250/-” 

4. After regulation 1 6 of the said Regulations, the following Regulation shall be inserled, namely ; — 

•‘J6-A DOWRY 

No employee shall — 

(1) give or take or abet the giving or taking of dowry; or 

(ii) demand, directly or indirectly, from the parents or guardian of a bride or bridegroom, as (he case may be, any dowry. 

Explanation ; For the purposes of this regulation, ‘dowry’ has the same meaning as in the Dowry Prohibition Aci.1961 (28 ol 
1961)”. 
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
